BAR JEWS FROM 
CO-OPERATIVE 
v. Y. APARTMENTS 


in New Buildings. 


New York, July 27. —f[Special.]—Jew- 
ish families, no tter how wealthy, 
are barred a majority of the new 
coéperative apartment buildings erect- 
ed during the last two years in the; 
east side residential district, between 
Madison square and 110th street. 

Tenants in these buildings buy their 
apartments ou t instead of renting 
them, and ownership of the buildings 
is taken over by them. Tenants are 
brought in contact with each other, 
practically as members of a club, and, 
into this membership they votes’ to 
admit Jews. 


Seeks Apartments in Vain. . 

The situation as brought to light 
by Mrs. Scal, wife of Dr. J. Coleman 
Seal, a physician, who. related her ex- 
periences in quest of apartments in 
several such buildings.. Three large 
companies, through their representa - 
rs. Scal, she says, that she, 
being a Jew, would not be taken in. 

At the offices of two of the com- 
panies she named, Pease and Elliman 
and Brown; Wheelock, Harris, Vought 
& Co., the fact that restrictions against 
Jews are-common was freely admitted. 

Restrictions Are: Severe. 

It was learned that in other ways 
the restrictions are becoming ‘more 
severe. The invasion of many fami- 
lies from more humble quarters of the 
city, with fortunes made during the 
war, is represented as partly respon- 
sible. 

“We advise owners our clients, 
against such restrictions because we 
have found that Jews are just as good 
tenants as gentiles of the same lass,“ 
said F. S. Bancroft, vice président of 
Pease and Elliman. “But many still 
insist on excluding them.“

Thinnest White Sauce. 


Innumerable are the uses of the 
white sauces, and the thin, the me- 
dium, a the thick have their spe- 
cific uses. For instance, the thick is 
used to bind a croquette mixture, 
while a tablespoon of the thinnest sort 
of sauce is considered a good addition, 
especially in appearance to the cro- 
quette when it is served. If this hap- 
pens to be undesirably dry, it will take 
at least two tablespoons of the sauce 


to make it pleasant eating.

For those who would omit butter 
from their diet, largely because of its 


calories, the thin white sauce, made 
of nothing but milk and flour and gea- 
sonings, may be a most helpful re- 
source. Plain boiled potatoes served 
with a sauce made of one level tabie- 
spoon of nour and one — of milk 
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well cooked together, and finally salt- 
ed, are good—and on. the plate with 
them and covered with the sauce may 
be some toast so brown and crisp that 
the sauce will not soak into it, to any 
extent.

You do not have to eat anything like 
this, yéu know, but some people will 
like it well, and others may need some- 
thing of the sort. And always less 
butter or none at dil need be used. 
The old fashioned cooks used to “ but-

it is blended with melted butter and 
then the liquid added, so it must be 
cooked longer and covered to prevent 
scum forming.
